Yorba Linda, you know, doesn't 
have its own police department. 
Instead, it buys police protection 
from the City of Brea. 

Last year, this protection cost 
Yorba Linda $347,650. This year, the 
same level of service will cost 
$405,000, according to a contract 
proposal presented to the city 
council Monday night. 

That's an increase of 14 per cent. 


Brea’s total projected budget for 
1975-76 is up 15 per cent, according 
to the proposal. 

The increase, the Brea proposal 
noted, was due not only to inflation, 
however, but also to improvement in 
Brea PD facilities. The proposal for 
the 1975 to ‘76 fiscal year again calls 
for an average of 10.37 patrolmen 
assigned to beats in Yorba Linda. 

Yet due to an incease in crime in 
Yorba Linda last year as well as 
growth in the city, the proposal 
suggested, it might be desirable to

increase coverage. An increase of 
one officer for one shift a day would 
cost an additional $40,600; for two 
shifts, $81,200; and for all three 
shifts, $116,000, the proposal said. 

Such added service could be 
included in the new contract or 
negotiated later, according to the 
proposal. 

The contract itself should be 
submitted within 30 days, City 
Administrator Art Simonian report- 
ed. The city council will then 


consider it in May. é

Search Still On 


If Yorba Linda is to have a park 
system--and it seems it is--those 
parks must be paid for somehow. 

Traditional sources of income, 
mainly builders’ fees, don't look like 
being enough, so something new 
must be done. 

This, at least, is the feeling of 
Yorba Linda’s city council; and 
Monday night the council looked at 
two alternative means of financing 
its parks. 

According to City Engineer Roy 
Stephenson, formation of an 
assessment district would likely take 
13 months and a total expense of 
$181,000 to $206,000. 

The path moreover would have 
pitfalls. Assuming fewer than 50 per 
cent of the property-owners involved 
objected to the assessment, consent 
of four-fifths of the city council 
would be required to continue the 
formation after an initial debt 
hearing, Stephenson said. 

But three months and $50,000 to 
$75,000 would have to be spent prior 
to the debt hearing, Stephenson 


continued, time and money Jost 
should the council then be unable to 
muster a 4-1 majority--or should 
more than SO per cent. of 
property-owners object (in which 
case no city council majority would 
be able to save the effort). 

In all, 6,900 parcels of land would 
be involved. 

On the other hand, City 
Administrator Arthur Simonian 
said, a general obligation bond issue 
could be prepared in eight months 
(in time for the November election) 
at a cost of $5250 (should the 
measure be defeated) or $7500 
(should it succeed). 

Designing of the system would 
cost an additional $20,000 whatever 
the means of financing, Simonian 
projected 

Opposition to bond issues was 
voiced by councilman Dale Chaput, 
who called them ‘‘the most 
inequitable way of establishing a 
park.’* Chaput said he would prefer 
a more ‘‘innovative”’ approach to 
the problem.

Deadline 


Orange County Tax Collector-

Property taxes are due 
five days before income taxes are 
due. 

Citron warned taxpayers that if 
they wait until the last day to pay, 
they should take, the payment. to,a 
Post Office and make certain that the 
envelope is cancelled by.a, postal.
